It is belleved by thoas who have heen
consulted that the Presldent will ask for
leg wintion similar to the Canadian disputes
Act, That provides for Investigation of all
disputes by a comminsion, Under the exist-
Ing law, mediation cannot be forced, but if
A law aimilar to the Canadian law wore
written on tha statute books, mediation and
investigation could he forced. While ac-
coptance of the commisslon’'s fAndings is
not mandatory, it has been found that the
force of publie opinlon has resulted In
acceptance of the findinge In nearly all
Instances,

It In generally agreed by Senator New-
lands that the bill to inereass the slzes of
the Interstute Commerce Commilssion,
which has passed the House, ¢an be reached
through the Senate with virtually no debate,
Until the present rallroad crisis nrose, it had
heen the plan of the Sonate leaders to
jet the measure go over until the next
wesslon of Congress,

Plans have besen made not only for In-
creasing the size of the commisalon, but
broadening its powera.

In
the event of a break between the brother-
hoods and ralironds the Pennsylvanin Rall-
rond shopmen will romadn on the com-
pany’s property, In compliancs with n paper
signed Inst week by more than ten thou-
sund of them, agresing to work for the
company and protect company property.

ENGLAND’S EMBARGO
ON TOBACCO RESENTED

Growers Urge Protest Against
Ban on American Product.
Means Big Loss

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The Stute De-
partment has kKnowledge of concesslons
granted by Great Britain glving the Brit'sh-
American Tobneco Company virtual monop-
oly of export trade with France and Italy,
Forelgn Trade Adviser Letcher sald today
He made the statement Lo tobueceo growers'
reprosentitives who had enlled at the Cap-
itol to urge n formal protest against Eng-
Iand's embarge on shipmoents to Austrin and
Germany, #feotive Thursday., Confronted
with a loss of 310,000,000 to §156,000,000, to-
biceo growers In flve SHiaten are panle
stricken, thelr representatives suld.

The English concessions In conjunction
with the embargo on tobaceo, tha growaern
declared, would mean the British-Amerionn
Company could reduce the price pa'd Amer-
jean growers, who would have no other out-
let for the blg export ocropa.

Charges of bad fulth by FEngland and
demand for stern retiallatory measures were
mide by Senator Swansan, Virginla Joel
Fort, of Clrksville, Tenn., hintod that Eng-
land's unexpected embargo might “show
colluglon on the part of that Government
with the Imparial Tobacca Company or with
the American Tebugco Company.”

Fort explained that on Informatlon re-
eeived at the Stute Depurtment thut Great
Britain would not Include tobseco in em-
bargoed products, farmers had davoted in-
vreased poreage (o tobaogo. FPlacing of
the tobageo on the embargo st last weelk,
he sald, had thrown the growers into &
panie, Unless redress Ia forthooming, Fort
wald, tobacco prices would drop to rulnous
leveln

MORE STRINGENT LAW URGED

Copies of Proposed Codification Sub-
mitted to Sportsmen

HARRISBURG, Pa.,, Aug. 28.—Coplea of
the proposed ¢odification of the game Inwn
of Pennsylvanin were sent out today by the
Stite Game Commission to  sportsmen’s
nggodlations throughout the State
Accompanying the proposed game code,
which hos been published In a pumphlet of
28 pages, Is o  letter from Dr. Joseph
Kalbtus, secretary of the commission, ex-
Malning that in preparing the codification
only those subjects absolutely necessary to
the maintenance of game have been touched
upon. Doctor IKnlbfus savs:

"Whether or not the suggestions present-
od to you shall be malntained |s a question
for you to decide, There have been many
other and more radicenl changes suggestad,
even to the closing of the State to killing
of game for a perliod. Many clalm that
the number of grouse permitted to be killed
In one day I8 too high and that even the
figures nx [ have plnced them, four during
one day, Is too great: that becausa of Ih-
craaged ability of sportsmen to covor ground
through the use of the automobile, Increased
uhility to Kkl through the uss of bhetter
guny and ammunition and additlonal ex-
pertness in the uke of guns, the Inerease
of hunters, the decrense of territbry whereln
men may hunt, ete, some positive wuctlon
must be taken If our birds are to be
perpetunted.'”

Doctor Kalbfus declured he belleved the
npen season of one month I8 all the game
birds can stand and that November should
be the month: that rabblts can stand a
longer open seuson und that the open season
for rabbits should begin on November 1
